High quality hay placed in feed 
bunkers in pastures will do wonders 
for heifers approaching breeding age. 
Jf the heifers are in poor conditio 
feed two or three pounds of grain a 
day. | 

It is extremely important to breed 
heifers to the best bulls available. The 
service of the best bulls is available 
to all through artificial insemination. 

Do not breed Jersey heifers under 
500 pounds, Guernseys under 525 or 
Holstein or Brown Swiss under 625 
pounds.

Maintain high egg production this 
winter. Make sure that your hens 
are comfortable and well fed. Keep them 
warm enough. Make sure that there 
is enough floor space. Allow at least 
three and a half to four feet floor 
space for heavy breed hens. k 

Plenty of water is a must. It should 
bè clean and fresh. A hen’s body is 
around 55 per cent water and an egg 
is 75 per cent water. Water is the 
cheapest feed available so make ' sure 
that your birds have plenty of it. 

Give the birds a 13-hour day. Ву 
using lights in the poultry house, you 
give the birds more time to eat end 

water. This will stimulete egg 
production. And while it will not in- 
crease the total number of eggs laid 
in a year, it will increase the number

Do not it chicken lice steal your 
egg profits. Непз heavily infested 
with.lice do not lay as'many eggs 95 
lice-free hens. Use DDT to control 
lice.

To make the spray, mix one 
pint of 50 per cent DDT wettable 
powder with three gallons of water and 
spray directly on hens.
